motor cycle trip from Leipzig to Cabul in 
1924-'25 makes moving reading. Fully 
one-third of the book is a veritable 
“jail journal”; for, at the end of his 
run, the author. had to put up with 
months of imprisonment in Afghanistan 
with the charge of murder hanging over 
his head. - om 

His plight. was quite desperate at the 
time; for his life was in serious danger, 
but eventually he was condemned to four 
years’ imprisonment, which sentence was 
relaxed. later. to. deportation - from 
Afghanistan. 
terrifying experience, and: it seems to have 
left its mark upon the author. Certainly, 
it has done so in his account of his travels; 
for when one reads this book the nnhappy 
ending appears to be foreshadowed vd 
what goes before. 

G fortune, for example, hardly ever 
seems to be his Jot. Fate rather frowns 
on him at all times. Jt was an heroic 
struggle on his part in the first instance 
to raise the necessary funds for the tour. 
His story of this portion of his project 
makes illuminating reading. It may be 
suggested. that he, at the time a 
geographer, aged thirty years, symbolised 
young Germany, while the older Germany 
looked on sympathisingly, but did nothing 
more, Indeed, were it not for an appeal 
to the sporting spirit, a ‘‘ record’’ ride 
from Leipzig to Cabul, his tour might 
never have taken place. But that idea 
caught the imagination, of newspapers, 
next a motor maniifacturing firm pre- 
sented him with a motor cycle—that, 
indeed, is how the machine came into the 
picture—soon the travel fund grew large 
enough, and, lo! in October; 1924, he 
started on his journey, an ultra modern 
knight errant of German progress and 
aspirations.

From the first there was stumbling 
blocks in front of him. A bad smash near 
Budapest necessitated the cycle going back 
fo the makers, he receiving it again about 
a month later at Constantinople. Then, 
again, when he started the Asian end of 
his tour at. Trebizond he found that the 
winter conditions which prevailed made 
it impossible for him to travel, and again 
he was held up, with the authorities now 
suspicious. On the road, at Jast, he 
reached Persia in due course, and he has, 
by the way, a very good word to say for 
the Persian pecple. He is worth listening 
to here. For that matter, he is always 
worth listening to; for he sees things and 
people through German eyes’ and 
susceptibilities. If we are to believe him, 
the pass-word to the Mahommedan heart 
is now the word ‘‘ Alman,”’ the name of 
their European War allies. 

At Teheran he discovered that he would 
not make Afghanistan over land. He had 
to turn about, therefore, go-to Bagdad, 
and from there by train to Basra, 
transhipping from that port to Karachi, 
where the Indian Government threw. no 
difficulties in his way, although he recog- 
nised that he was well supervised. 
Amazed, he discovered later that every- 
thing was known about him. 
owing to the roads, he says, to go by train 
to Lahore, where he was most politely, 
but firmly, ushered into a train for Pesh- 
awur. Permission. to travel on by the 
Khyber was accorded ‘to him freely, and 
then he made his way by “the Pass of 
Destiny,’ as he styles it; into Afghan- 
istan.

So far as he was concerned, it was his 
own “ Pass of Destiny’’; for he went 
through it a free man, and, a few days 
later, and with the end of his journey in 
sight, was a fettered one. A trifling road 
incident at the beginning was the contri- 
buting cause. As had happened often 
before, a horseman appeared to challenge 
him to a race. He accepted, and, to 
please the native rider, he allowed him to 
go ahead. Then he opened the throttle to 
overhaul the other, and the noise 
frightened the horse, which unshipped his 
rider and galloped off into the unknown. 
Mad with rage, the Afghan raised his gun 
at the author. In a second it was a fight 
for life, and in the scuffle at close quarters 
Dr. Stratil-Sauer had to shoot with his 
revolver in pure self defence.

T was in 1871 that Mr. Shaw first 
attempted to break into print, and the 
editor on whom he inflicted ‘‘ a combina- 
tion of wit and satire,’’ full of weighty 
argument, told him it ought not to have 
been sent at the ordinary rate of postage. 
Nothing daunted, the youthful satirist in 
1875 sent a letter to “ Public Opinion”’ 
criticising the methods of Moody and 
Sankey, then on a visit to Dublin. He 
has gone on doing that kind of thing 
ever since, and not only revivalists, but a 
vast number of people who ought to have 
been revived if they were to play their 
right part in this world have fallen under 
the satirical lash of this brilliant Irish- 
man.

AN IRISH HYMNAL.

TRS memory of the gracious woman who 

was went tome old-time hospi- 
tality in her beautiful home at “ Strad- 
bally of Leix;” of the earnest propagandist 
who, nevertheless, carried an air of aloof- 
ness through crowded functions in the 
capital, lends a wistful charm to this 
slender green book of sacred verse. There 
are those who. have left behind a library- 
shelf-full of worthy volumes at the end 
of a lifetime with pen in hand. Recalling 
such, some may be inclined to regard this 
book as an insignificant legacy ; but think 
of one who, as an adult, mastered a diffi- 
cult language so completely as to discover 
and enjoy the beauty of even its seventh 
century poetry, and then collected, from 
musty manuscripts, from close-packed 
tomes, from scattered depositaries of folk- 
lore, these touching outpourings of the 
Celtic soul before its God—these hymns so 
simply Biblical in flavour, just to hand 
them on to posterity, with their tradi- 
tional melodies, or wedded to airs so fitting 
that they might have accompanied them 
down the centuries. 

It was not literary ambition, but prin- 
cipally a keen desire that her beloved 
Church of Ireland should be enriched, 
which prompted Miss Young to undertake 
this labour of love. She knew the power 
of song. She has provided for the 
Church’s year from Advent to Trinity ; for 
morning and evening worship; for Holy 
Communion; for Confirmation; for 
marriage. seryices. . The richness of the 
sources from which she drew—and she 
nowhere suggests that she exhausted them— 
is revealed as one reads through as varied 
a selection of sacred song for Christmas, 
Lent, Easter, Pentecost, as one finds in a 
book of hymns in any language. The 
number of “ Repentances’’ suggests what 
happens to be a literal fact, that most of 
the Gaelic poets, at some period of their 
lives, felt, and gave voice to a contrition 
like to that of the Roval Psalmist. 

Danta Dé comprises some hundred poems 
(of which literal, as well as some metrical, 
translations, are given, in a _ separate 
section of the volume) clearly printed 
music for almost all, together with an 
account of their origin. Now that St. 
Patrick's Day is approaching, when in so 
many churches an effort is made to 
solemnise the festival, as far as possible, 
in the Gaelic language, this book should 
be introduced to his choristers by every 
choir conductor.

THE CENTRAL PURCHASE 


SYSTEM. 

TO THE EPITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES 

Sin,—In spite of my scorn for those who 
make habit of blaming the Governmeut for 
all manner of misfortunes, real or imagivary, 
I venture to ask you if you will permit me to 
Re before your rs one example of 
jovernment. policy which to me appears 


inconsistent and definitely harmful, in the 


hope that some one possessing more intimate 
knowledge of the subject will be good enough 
to show me where I am wrong. The system 
of central purchase was introduced in the 
Irish Free State some years ago, presumably 
with the following objects :'— 

(1) To enable public bodies, Government 
departments and other purchasing authorities 
to obtain the best possible value for money. 

(2) To assist Irish trade and industry by 
giving preference, when possible, to goods 
manufactured or sold by Irish firms, and by 
concentrating the demand into one joint 
contract, thereby avéiding the necessity for 
sellers to canvass and deal with a number 
of separate buyers. 

If Í am wrong 1n supposing that a central 
purchase system is designed to assist the 
sellers as well as the buyers, I should like to 
be corrected. It is reasonable to suppose that 
at frequent intervals the Central Purchase 
Department is called upon to justify its 
existence by preparing 4 statement setting 
forth the savings effected by its activities 
during the period under review. The presen- 
tation of such a statement must be a pleasant 
duty; for to show that, as the result of one’s 
labours, a substantial saving to the State has 
been effected, even after the deduction of all 
working expenses, is a cause for genuine satis- 
faction. ‘et nm no such statement is it 
possible to show the true effect of the central 
purchase system in the Irish Free State. May

GLORIES OF VENUS: PROSPECTS OF 
SPRING WEATHER. 


From (un 


Mercury is a morning star, rising 
between 5 and 6 a.m. all the month. His 
advance on the Sun is not sufficient at 
any time to make him a likely naked eye 
object. Venus, at her greatest brilliancy 
on the 15th, is the most striking object in 
the evening sky in the absence of the 
Moon. The remarks in these notes for 
last month about her power of casting 
shadows apply with even greater force 
during March. She is an object of 
peculiar beauty in the telescope all this 
month, being a crescent becoming slenderer 
as time goes on. Her intense silvery 
radiance gives her a beauty quite superior 
to that of the Moon when in the same 
phase. Contrary to the popular im- 
pression, the Moon is not a brilliant 
object, but a comparatively dull one. On

BIRTH OF AN ART. . 

The main object of the realism displayed in 
painting in the end of the fourteenth century 
in Northern France and Flanders, Mr, Con- 
stable said, could be summed up in an in- 
creasing desire to represent not only the 
details of a scene, but to represent the scene 
as it appeared to the eye as a whole, Out of 
these tentative and experimental approaciies 
was to be born a new art, on the basis of 
which was developed modern art in Northern 
Europe. The earliest complete manifestation 
was in a famous Book of Hours, begun for 
the Duc de Berry, but left incomplete. 

An altar-piece of The Adoration of the 
Lamb, by the Van Hwck brothers, placed 
originally in a chapel at Ghent, suffered many 
adventures.

The Dublin to Belfast Road. 


Probably the most important road in 
Ireland, commercially and politically, is 
that between Belfast and Dublin. Many 
thousands of Dublin people will travel 
on it on Saturday week, and they wil! 
find the surface excellent (writes a motor- 
ing correspondent ) except 1, Drogheda, 
Dundalk, and Dromore. It is, however, 
a most uninteresting road. as far as 
scenery is concerned, The only bright bit 
is between Dundalk and Newry, where one 
vets a little rugged grandeur, a road shaded 
by trees, and fields that always appear to 
me to possess a viridity of particular 
brightness. Travelling between the two 
capitals by rail one finds the most attrac- 
tive country on the Down-Armagh border. 
Between Adavoyle and Scarva there is 
some delightful scenery, particularly on 
the County Down side of the line. 


Eden Quay at Night. 


Have many people been struck, I 
wonder, by the change which has come 
over Dublin’s quayside (or part of it, at 
least) at night time? 

To approach Eden quay from the 
Custom House square after dark is to 
come suddenly on a picture which reminds 
one inevitably of Paris and tLe Seine— 
incredible though it may sound. The row 
of lights across O'Connell Bridge is 
singularly effective; there is a flashing 
electric sign to the right, and two places 
of entertainment, one on either side of the 
river, are brilliantly illumimated ; finally 
there is the long line of *buses drawn up 
by the pavement, each of which, in addi. 
tion to the usual lighting arrangements, 
carries high up a glowing orb or green or 
purple light. The cumulative effect is 
really rather wonderful, especially to those 
who remember the rather dismal aspect 
of this particular thoroughfare in pre- 
war days. 


Royal Canal Packet Boals. 


For some months past I notice that 
workmen have been engaged in filling up 
that portion of the Royal Canal, which 
lies between the Broadstone Railway 
Station and Blaquiere Bridge. It should 
have been done long ago, for the stagnant 
pool was an eyesore. Nevertheless, that 
long-deserted stretch of water played an 
important part in the commercial and 
social history of Dublin before the Mid- 
land Great Western Railway was con- 
structed. The canal was at one time 
under the control of the Director-General! 
of Inland Navigation, and if was 
patronised by travellers between Dublin 
and Mullingar. An old record says— 
“The accommodation to passengers who 
travel in the packet boats is certainly 
very respectable. The boats travel about 
three and a half miles an hour, and the 
ordinary fare on board is both reasonable 
and good. There are two cabins in every 
boat, and two separate fares. No charge 
is made in either cabin for a child under 
two years old, and only half price for any 
between that age and ten. No servants in 
livery are to a admitted into the first 
cabin, and dogs, if admitted, to be paid 
for as passengers. No compensation to be 
made to servants. A boat leaves the 
Royal Canal House at the Broadstone for 
Mullingar every morning at six in the 
summer, and seven in winter, and another 
boat leaves Mullingar for Dublin” I

It was revealed in Dail Eireann yester- 
day by the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce that the Government had 
assigned £5,000 of the Contingency Fund 
to “a certain patent,’’ and that, when 
the invention was completed, great 
benefits would accrue to the State. 

At a later stage the Minister corrected 
the impression which appeared to prevail 
among members that he was proposing the 
establishment of an annexe to the Patent 
Office for the purpose of aiding indigent 
inventors. 

The Local Elections (Dublin) Bill, 
which extends the period of office of the 
Dublin City Commissioners to the 31st 
September next year, passed through al] 
its stages. A Fianna Fail amendment 
to terminate the system of Commissioners 
on the 3lst March next year was defeated 
by 66 votes to 50. 

The Censorship of Publications Bill 
passed through Committee. The out- 
standing incident in the debate was the 
assurance given by the Minieter for 
Justice, who is in thorns of the measure, 
to a Fianna Fail deputy that he would 
consider the advisability of making a 
rule that newspapers must not publish 
the list of prohibited publications which 
will be available to the public. 

Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney even suggested 
to a Fianna Fail deputy that he should 
put down an amendment to this effect, sc 
that they could discuss it. 

A Fianna Fail amendment to Constitu- 
tion Ainendment Bill No. 11 proposed 
that casual elections to the Senate in 
future should be made by the Dail alone. 
The amendment, which stood in the name 
of Mr. de Valera, was proposed by Mr. 
Lemass, and, on a division, was defeated 
by 62 votes to 41. 

The House passed the second reading of 
the Destructive Insects and Pests Bill, 
which is aimed chiefly at the Colorado 
beetle, in the interests of the Free" State 
potato crop. 


|GOVERNMENT AID FOR 
SECRET INVENTION, 
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MAY BE OF GREAT BENEFIT 
TO THE STATE. 


On a vote of £5,500 for repayments to 
Contingency Fund, 

Mr. P. MceGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, referred to the sum of £5,000 
in the estimate. He said that that sum had 
been assigned to a certain patent, and when 
the invention was completed it was hoped 
that great benefits wuld accrue to the State. 
He could not reveal the nature of the in- 
vention, but hoped before the summer recess 
to give more information. 

Mr. GOOD (Independent, Dublin County) 
asked if there was any provision in the 
Industrial and Commercial Prosierty (Protec- 
tion) Act, 1927, for the purchase of patents. 
He thought that it was a rather novel pro- 
ceeding M the State to purchase patents. If 
the invention were of a national character 
something might be said for the unusual 
course taken by the Minister, but if it were 
‘only an industrial speculation the Govern- 
ment should not enter into it. 

The MINISTER said that he could give no 
further information on the matter at present. 
COLONEL FITZMAURICE’S MOTOR. 
Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that one of the items in the estimate was for 
the duty paid on a motor car presented by 
the American people to Colonel Fitzmaurice 
subsequent to i Transatlantic flight. The 
German airmen got similar presentations, but 
there was no trouble with regard to Customs 
in that country. Colonel Fitzmaurice was, 
for various reasons, unwilling or unable to 
pay the amount of the duty, and, in view ‘of 
the credit that the flight had brought to this

Mr. BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin 8.) suggested 
that in the interests of the secrecy of the 
transaction it would be better to set aside a 
fund which the Minister could devote to the 
purpose he had in mind. 

MINISTER CORRECTS MEMBERS. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that he was not 
proposing the establishment,of an annexe to 
the Patent Office for the purpose of aiding 
indigent inventors in. this country. He wonld 
strongly oppose the suggestion that a perma- 
nent fund should be esiablished for that pur 
pose. In that case the life of the Minista 
for Industry and Commerce would become 
exceedingly difficult. His office would he 
overrun with inventors, and their supporters, 
and, hard as it was to get money from the 
Dail, it was still more difficult to justify re- 
fusing grants from a permanent fund, such 
as was suggested. He regarded this as a very 
exceptional thing. 

He was getting money from the Contingen- 
cies Fund, and he hoped, when it came to be 
examined by the Public Accounts Cammittee 
and the Auditor-General, to be able to fur. 
nish much more details than he could give the 
House at the moment. The invention was 
going to aid a particular development in the 
country. The inventor had been educated at 
the expense of certain County Counc)! 
Schalarshipe given in this country, and he was 
anxious that the Free State should have the 
advantage of his invention. For that reason 
he was offering them contro! of the majority 
of the shares against himself. The amount oj 
the money involved, £5,000, was inconsider- 
able, and, although he was taking wide 
powers, he asked the House to was 1t. 

They had the State Lands Act, under 
which, in dealing with certain State property, 
a very varied schedule had to be filled in. 
Under that they possibly erred on the side of 
the most conservative view point. Some dav 
he would be introducing proposals with ro- 
gard to mines and minerals, and he would net 
propose that the conditions would be at all as 
rigid as under the State Lands Act. Ali 
matters of leasing of State property would 
come up under the Mines and Minerals Bul. 

“ NOT SUCH A SPECULATION.” 

In the case of the Contingencies Fund, 
which was limited to £20,000, the powers 
of the Ministers were strictly limited. He 
agreed that anything that had still to be 
protected by patents was a speculation until 
the entire patents had been secured, but he 
believed that the expectations were sufficiently 
good in this case to warrant helping it 
along a few stages. There was this to be 
said—that it was not such a speculation that 
the money could not be easily raised for it 
outside the country. 

If the invention became a commercial suc- 
cess, undoubtedly a big sum would be re- 
quired to launch it commercially. He had 
not purchased a single share yet; all he had 
got was the right to take more than 50 per 
cent. of the shares if he wished to. He 
might ‘have to come before the Dail to ask 
for another £1,000 or £1,500, but substan- 
tially all he was asking from the Dail at 
the moment was £5,000. 

The second reading was passed. 


GREATER DUBLIN 
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FAILURE OF OPPOSITION 
EFFORT TO HASTEN IT. 

On the Committee stage of the Local 
Elections (Dublin) Bill, 

Mr. O’KELLY moved an amendment pro- 
viding for the termination of the system of 
City Commissioners on the 3lst March, 1930, 
instead cf, as contemplated in the bill, 3st 
September, 1930. He contended that it was 
unfair and undemocratic for the Government 
to continue to insist on withholding the 
management of local affairs from the citizens. 
It was not creditable to the House or to 
the Government, and it did not reflect credit 
on the city that this matter should. have 
been postponed for so long. It was 
five years, since the Corporation had 
been suppressed and handed over to an

A COOL PROPOSAL. 

The MINISTER accepted the principle con- 
tained in an amendment by Professor THRIFT 
(Ind., Dublin University), which provided 
that the Minister should cause to be printed 
and published in a form, available to the 
public, and at regular intervals, the Kegister 
of Prohibited Publications. 

In reply to Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford), 

The MINISTER said that he would con- 
sider the advisability of making a rule that 
newspapers should not publish such lists. He 
suggested that the Deputy should put down 
an amendment to that effect, so that they 
could discuss it. 

Professor Thrift’s amendment was accord- 
ingly withdrawn. 


RISKS TO NEWSAGENTS. 

Yn Section 17, which makes it unlawful, 
without a special permit, to print, or publish 
or sell, or expose for sale, any book which 
might reasonably be supposed to advocate 
birth control, 

Professor ALTON (Ind., Dublin Univer- 
sity) moved an amendment to substitute for 
the words ‘‘ which advocates, or might rea- 
sonably be supposed,”’ the words “of which 
the main purpose is.” He said that the de- 
scription mm the clause was too vague, and 
would render it impossible for booksellers or 
newsagents to avoid a prosecution. 

The MINISTER said that the words “ rea- 
sonable care’’ ran all through their legisla 
tion, and judges and magistrates interpreted 
them satisfactorily. 

Frofessor TIERNEY (Govt., National Uni- 
versity) said that he agreed with the prohi- 
bition, but it covered an enormous field. How 
was a newsagent to protect himself? He 
might receive twenty newspapers from Eng- 
la.d on a Sunday morning, any one of which 
might contain an article dealing with the 
subject of birth control. Was he to read 
them all and interpret for himself the law se 
as to see if they came under the ban ? 

Mr. FITZGERALD KENNEY said that at 
present newsagents were obliged to do that 
under the old Indecency Acts. The better 
class of papers did not publish articles of a 
doubtful kind. 

Professor TIERNEY said that there was 
hardly a newspaper which did not occasion- 
ally be an article on the subject. He 
thought the amendment should be accepted. 

The amendment was put to the House, and 
the Deputy Speaker declared that it was 
defeated. 

Professor ALTON challenged a division. 

The division bell rang, and Deputies who 
were outside the Chamber hurried to their 
places. 

The DEPUTY SPEAKER requested those 
who desired a division to stand up. Deputies 
Alton, Thrift, Myles (Independent, Donegal) 
and Cole (Independent, Cavan) were the only 
Deputies who rose. This number not being 
suthcient to justify a division, there was no 
vote taken, but the names of those who re- 
quested the division were recorded. 

The bill passed the Committee stage. 


THE CHILDREN BILL. 
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“ NO INVASION OF PARENTAL 
AUTHORITY.”’ 

In moving the second reading of the 
Children Bill, 1928, which was introduced in 
the Senate, 

Professor O’'SULLIVAN, Minister of Edu- 
cation, said that he was taking no respon- 
sivilitv for the measure. The Government's 
attitude towards the bill was not one of com- 
plete acceptance or rejection; they were quite 
prepared to accept it provided certain amend- 
ments were intruduced in the Committee 
stage. 

It had heen pointed out by a number of 
people that the grounds set out in 
Section 58 of the 1908 Ast on which 
children could be committed to industrial 
schoo!s were not sufficiently exhaustive, 
and that unless some offence was 
committed by the child, or that the parent 
was incapable of exercising control, no power 
lay with the District Justice to commit a 
child to an industrial school. This had 
resulted ii collusion between various people, 
and in many cases a form of begging was 
gone through, so that the chijd, merely on 
the ground of the destitution of the parent, 
was sent to the school. 

His (the Minister's) particular objection to 
the bill as it stood was that he did nit 
think the State or the District Justice should 
have the power to take a child away from a 
parent, merely on the ground of destitution, 
without the consent of the parent. The bill 
at present seemed to he an invasion of 
parental authority, and, if the House gave it 
a second reading, it should make it clear in 
committee that there was no such invasion,

BILL AIMED AT COLORADO 
BEETLE. 


Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, in 
moving the second reading of the Destructive 
Insects and Pests Bill, 1929, said that the bill 
was a preventive measure, It was found 
necessary to pfotect themselves here against a 
disease which had atfected and was now 
endemic in potatoes in France. The bill pro- 
vided that an authorised officer of the Depart- 
ment could enter upon land and inspect 
potatoes, and, if the crop was found to be 
affected, could order its destruction.  Pro- 
vision was made for compensation, and also 
for prosecutions in the event of failure to 
obey an order under the bill. It also provided 
for the spraying of potatoes to prevent ip- 
fection. 

The bill was a short one, but it might be a 
very important one. The Colorado beetle, 
which was the insect aimed at, had originated 
in America, and had now spread to, and was 
almost ineradicable, in brance. In this 
country no opportunity of dealing with the 
pest should be neglected. ‘hey were de- 
veloping the potato trade; they were not 
row importing any potatoes, not even seed 
potatoes, and the prospects of further de- 
velopment of the trade were promising. 
There was virtually no “ black scab’’ in the 
country, except in Louth and Donegal. The 
Free State was in a particularly favourable 
position as compared with Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, and they should see to it 
that the position was maintained. 

Mr. A. CASSIDY (Labour, Donegal) asked 
if provision would be made to defray the cost 
of spraying in the case of very poor families 
in the congested districts. 

Mr. M. O'REILLY (F.F., Meath) welcomed 
the bill, and said that he thought Mr. 
Cassidy s point deserved consideration. 

Mr. HOGAN said that if farmers were 
asked to spray their crops in order to prevent 
infection which would render the crop value- 
less, the least they might do would be to 
bear the cost of spraying, which would he 
very little.

THE COLLIERY RAILWAYS. 


On a supplementary estimate of £2,500 to 
complete the amount necessary for payment 
under the Railways Act of 1924, 

Mr. McGILLIGAN. Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, said that this vote was being 
asked for to complete the transactions left 
unfinished under the Railways Act, 1924, with 
regard to what were called the Colliery 
Railways—namely, the Arigna, Athy. 
Wolfhill, and Castlecomer Railways. Under 
the 1924 Act these companies were to he 
absorbed. The terms had now been agreed 
upon. The railways in question had never 
been regarded as economic concerns, and the 
circumstances surrounding them brought 
about most of the difficulties in arranging 
suitable terms. 3 

The terms agreed upon were, first, that the 
lands and buildings constituting the three 
concerns were to he leased to the amalca- 
mated company for a term of ninety-nine 
years at a nominal rent. The Government 
agreed to, settle all outstanding land claims, 
and to indemnify the company up to £1,U--. 
lí at any time any parts of the lines were to 
be closed down, the company would recover 
the value of the material sold as scrap. In 
the event of the abandonment of the lúilheasa, 
or any part oí them, provision was to be 
made for obviating claims in respect of non- 
maintenance by the railway of fences and 
drains, and the Government wag to indemnify 
the company to the extent of one-half of such 
claims. The Government had agreed to nav 
the sum of £35,000 in commutation of the 
company’s liability under this head. 

The company had abandoned the restora- 
tion of the double line between Cherryville 
Junction and Athy, and had agreed to with. 
draw contingent claims against the Govern- 
ment for the payment of compensation in that 
connection. 

The vote was agreed to.

ASSISTANCE FOR PATENTS. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, in moving the second reading 
of the Industrial and Commercial Property 
(Protection) Amendment Bill, said that there 
was no principle involved in the measure. 
It simply made certain ‘amendments in the 
principal Act which had been found to be 


that Act. The bil! provided for extending the 
period to two months for the lodgment of 
claims for patents, trade marks and designs, 
and it extended to twenty months the period 
for renewing a patent already in existence. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin, N.) said that 
he generally approved of the powers given to 
the Minister with respect to inventions. It 
did not, however, seem clear that the House 
would get information of the ultimate decision 
concerning any patents on which the Govern- 
ment had expended money, the property of 
the taxpayers. If the Government invested 
mouey in @ patent, would it be in the power 
of the Minister to sell, or lease, a patent 
without the permissien of the Dail? It was, 
he thought, desirable in the circumstances of 
this country that the Minister should have 
power to take up an invention with a view 
to developing or protecting it, or working 
1 it commercially, but it was also desirable that 
there should be some machinery devised by 
which the fina] decision would be indicated 
to the Dail, whose consent should be obtained. 


“ A WRONG PFOCEDURE.”’ 
Mr. GOOD said that he had already ex- 
pressed the opinion that it was a wrong 
provedure for @Govyernments to purchase 
thares in inventions. He would like 
if the Minister would give him his authority 
for the steps which he had already taken with 
regard to a patent. He considered that the 
powers given to the Minister in Clause 5 were 
very wide, and he would like to see some 
—— for control over the Minister before 
e embarked on an unlimited expenditure of 
money. i 
He was not opposed to the Government deal- 
ing with patents when they concerned matters 
of military or national importance, but if the 
Minister. was going to embark commercially 
with ordinary patents it was a rather ques 
tionable procedure. He would like the House 
to consider the matter in detail and to put 
some obligation on the Minister of coming 
to the Dail and submitting the proposals. 
which the House should authorise. 
Mr. FLINN (Fianna Fail, Cork, Borough). 
said that their real object ought to be to 
get somewhere between a rigid attitude and 
an entirely free one. While he felt the 
Minister should be encouraged, he ought not 
to be so limited that he could not do what would 
be done commercially in relation to purchas- 
ing a patent. 
Mr. GOULDING (Fianna Fail, Waterford) 
expressed the opinion that while the Minister 
should not have an entirely free hand he 
should not be too restricted in power. 


LABOUR APPROVAL. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Lab., Cork Borough) wel. 
comed the bill, which, he said, when it 
became operative, would make it possible for 
any citizen to approach the Minister and get 
the necessary advice, and, where examination 
satisfied the Minister as to the merits of the 
invention, have it taken up as a business pro- 
siton. That was a thing that should com 
mend the bill to all section of the House. 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin N.) said that, 
while favouring the bill, he sincerely trusted 
that the wide powers being asked for were 
not going to be used as freely as Deputy 
Anthony suggested. He did not think that it 
was the Minister’s idea that everybody with a 
good invention should come to the Depart.

Government, said that he could not accept 
the amendment. There were more than the 
citizens of the City of Dublin involved in 
this matter, as the people of the townships 
should also be considered.

NEED FOR EXPEDITION 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin 85.) said that 
if the Executive Council were not trying to 
hoodwink the citizens in this matter they 
had presumably made up their minds already 
as to the definite principles that were to be 
in this bill. It was to be presumed that the 
department had some general understanding 
as to what its main outline was to be. 

If the bill were introduced in the Dail 
before the summer recess it could easily be 
passed through its first and second stages. 
It could pass the Dail in” the autumn recess 
end reach the Senate before Christmas, and 
then there would be nothing to prevent the 
Greater Dublin Couneil from being set up 
before March 3lst, 1830. They thought it 
advisable that deputies should bring pressure 
ay i or the Government to expedite this 
bill. 

The MINISTER said that he had nothing 
in mind regarding the capacity of the people 
who ge oe be elected; but, in making a com- 
plete change over between two systems of 
administration, it was inadvisable that the 
change should exactly coincide with the 
election of the new Council. 

His idea was that the Commissioner should 
strike the rate in March, 1930, and that the 
new Council, which would be elected in the 
following September, would have the six 
months, from the date of their election to 
the following March, to gain experience and 
knowledge of the new conditions in the 
changed area of jurisdiction. ; 

The amendment was defeated by 66 votes 
to 50 and the Section carried. 

The other sections of the bill also were 
carried and the Committee stage completed 
The report and final stages of the bill were 
agreed tc withont further discussion.

MINISTER AND OPPOSITION IN 
FOND EMBRACE. 

The debate on the Committee stage of the 
Censorship of Publications Bill was resumed 
An amendment by Mr. RUTTLEDGE (F.F., 
Mayo N.) was under consideration from the 
previous day. which proposed to make it the 
duty of every person to whom a permit was 
granted to sell. or keep for saie, prohibited 
books or periodicals, to keep a register of all 
purchases, sales, and other transactions, in 
connection with such publications, such 
register to be open to inspection by the Civic 
Guards. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY said that, on 
mature ecorsideration, he had been 
strengthened in his view that.this would not 
he of assistance to the bill. There wonld he 
very few cases of licences being granted, and, 
as the amendment stood, it was to the effect 
that anybedy who got a permit would have, 
at the same time, to get eome form cf 
register and keep it in his house. A 
hookseller who might never get a licence 
for one book in the whole of his career, would 
be obliged to have this register and fill it up. 
The amendment would cause an amount of 
unnécessary trouble, 

Professor ALTON (Ind., Dublin University) 
said that in a later amendment he also sus- 


Professor THHILÍ said that he had been 
told by Senator brady, the mover of the bill, 
that the intention was to get over the neces- 
sity for a conviction for a nominal ouence. 
There was no intention to go against the 
wishes of the parents. 

Sir JAMES CitAlG (Ind., Dublin Univer- 
sity) aiso supported the second reading, and 
mentioned the case of a woman with six 
children, whose husband was dead, and who 
sent two of the children out to break a 
window in order to have them sent to an 
industrial school. 

Mr. rAnHY (r.F., Galway), while welcoming 
the bill, asked if it would not be better to 
hand over the cost of the upkeep of the 
children in the industrial school to the 
parents to keep the children outside. 

Mr. BRISCUL asked if it was the intention 
to classify the children who would Le sent to 
the industrial schoo: under the bill with those 
who would be there for committing an 
oltence ? 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local, Go- 
vernment, pointed out that the tendency of 
legislation in recent years had been to pre- 
servé the home, and the steps taken were by 
home assistance or by boarding out chiidren. 
When neither of these methods availed they 
turned to the industrial school. So fai 
as he could see there was no _ neces 
sity for this bill outside the Dubim 
City and County areas, because ol 
existing legislation, and so far as Dublin 
City and County were concerned the posi- 
tion mignt be met by amenaing the Culldren 
Act oi loud, by wiieh a person responsivie 
could send a destitute child to. an institution 
Witaout the parents being in tae wo. khouse.

CASUAL VACANCIES IN 
THE SENATE. 


MR. DE VALERA’S AMEND. 
MENT DEFEATED. 


On the Committee stage of the Constitution 
Amendment Bill, No. 

Mr. LEMASS moved an amendment which 
stood in the name of Mr. de Valera. The 
purpose of the bill, he said, was to alter the 
Constitution by providing that casual! 
vacancies in the Senate should in future be 
filled by candidates elected by the Dail and 
the Senate voting together. The amendment 
was intended to delete the words ‘*‘and the 
members of the Senate voting together.’’ That 
was designed for the purpose of ensuring 
that in future the elections to casual vacancies 
in the Senate should be carried out by mem- 
bers of the Dail alone. His party were not 
strong enough to carry out their policy in 
regard to the Senate, but they would take 
every opportunity of detreasing iis power, 
ei its effectiveness, and reducing its 
cost. 

In the Senate, he said, the majority were 
obedient to the Executive Council, and if a 
change were made in the Dail at the next 
general election a constitutional crisis might 
arise between the two Houses. It was advis- 
able, therefore, that the majority in the next 
Dail should bé of the ‘same opinion as the 
majority in the Senate, in order that there 
should be no obstruction between the two 
Houses. 

President COSGRAVE said that the unfor- 
tunate thing about this amendment was the 
absence of its author.

The 
Commission makes very drastic recom- 
mendations in respect of rents. If its 
proposals are accepted by the Government, 
any tenant who has been in a house for 
more than three months will be entitled 
to apply to a tribunal, or, 
possibly, to the Circuit Court, to have 
his rent fixed, with the prospect of 
endless litigation. Furthermore, the 
landowners declare that the Commission 
seeks to perpetuate the position of 
middlemen. The middle landlord consti- 
tutes, perhaps, the most difficult problem 
with which reformers are faced. Under 
the existing system it is quite possible 
that half-a-dozen persons may stand 
‘between the occupier of a house, or 
business premises, and his head Jandlord. 
One man sub-lets to another, and so 
forth, with the result that several persons 
make profit at the expense of the unfortu- 
nate tenant on the one hand, and of the 
almost equally unfortunate landlord on 
the other. The law takes little cognisance 
of the middleman. When a landlord dies 
his estate is mulcted in death duties in 
respect of his interest in house property, 
although the reversion of the original 
ledse to his executors may not take place 
for many years. The Landowners’ 
Convention takes the view that any future 
legislation should aim at direct dealings 
between occupier and original owner. 

The question of a fair rent presents 
many. difficulties. Freedom of contract is 
one of the most valuable rights of the 
citizen, and any attempt to interfere with 
it ought to be made with the utmost 
circumspection. Now that speculative 
building is in progress again, house rents 
will tend to. settle themselves according 
to the law of supply and demand. Inter- 
ference. by the State will -disconrage 
builders, and any Government ought to 
pause before it takes this step. We agree 
that the tenant ought to have some 
measure of fixity in his tenure, but here 
again common-sense demands that a limit 
shall be set to the State's interference. 
After.all, the rights of property are just 
as important as the right of the rent- 
paying citizen to have a roof over his

The Triumphs of Turlough. 


Standish Hayes O’Grady, who died in 1915 
at the age of eighty-three, was, perhaps, the 
most vivid and zestful interpreter who ever 
worked upon early Irish literature. 
Several years before his death he com- 
mitted to the Cambridge University Press 
a transcription of a narrative called 
“The Triumphs of Turlough,” together 
with a translation in that inimitable prose 
of his which would have delighted the 
Elizabethans. The work ‘is now pub- 
lished by the Irish Text; Society in two 
volumes. Here is a contemporary descrip- 
tion of life in Ireland at the beginning 
of the fourteenth century, wrought in 
unusual detail. The author seems to have 
been John Magrath, son of one of the 
actors in the main events of his narrative. 
He opens his chronicle with the career of 
that Donough Cairbreach who, reigning 
over Thomond from 1204 to 1242, was the 
first of his race to drop the title of king 
and to be styled simply “O'Brien.” This 
Donough, brother-in-law of. the equally 
noted Cathal Mór of the Wine-red Hand, 
was a figure of considerable note in Irish 
literary history. His son, Conor, played 
a. part in political 
historian tells

1258, O'Neill 
sought to form a league of the native 


history. 
how, in 


princes, in order to attack the Anglo- 
Normans, and how, when he met O’Brien 
in a hosting at Narrow-wafer on the Erne, 
his project of union failed. Magrath 
discloses precisely what happened at that 
meeting. He says that O’Brien sent a 
hundred horses across the river as a gilt 
to O'Neill, in order to indicate that he 
regarded himself ás the superior in rank. 
The Munsterman, it seems, would take 
no part in a campaign in which he was 
not the leader. ‘‘O’Neill, when he saw 
this, in violent anger commanded his 
people to send back over said river two 
hundred horses wearing gold-adorned 
white-edged bridles; . . . . . from which 
dissension it resulted that the men of Erin 
broke up without concerted measures.” 
Then O'Neill went his way to fight alone 
against De Courcy and to perish. 
O’Brien died in 1268. His son, Brian, 
leagued himself with the Norman, De 
Clare, with whom he partitioned Thomond. 
Against Brian rose his cousin, Turlough. 
From 1276 until 1311 a struggle raged 
between the two parties of the O’Briens, 
‘‘ during which time throughout Thomond 
the man that could hold a sword scarce 
let it from his hand while he slept.’’ 
At last, on the field of Corcomroe, the 
party of Brian and De Clare, now in the 
third generation from that which began

the struggle, was virtually extinguished, 
and the triumph of the party of Turlough 
—from whom descended the Inchiquin 
family—was complete. Magrath—who 
modelled his book upon the Gaelic version 
of Lucan’s Bellum Civ:le—describes every 
passage in that feud, and calls up a 
brilliant picture of medieval warfare, 
with its incastellations, its ambushes, its 
heraldic pageantry, its shifting alliances, 
loud boasts and blaze of banners, weapons 


and armour. Who that knows Clare can 


fail to recognise the ‘‘land of white 
stones |’? 


Street Traffic in Paris. 
_Irishmen who have tried to cross the 
boulevard at the Madeleine think lightly 
of Dublin’s traffic problems. Since the 
advent of the motor car pedestrianism in 
Paris has been a truly perilous adventure ; 
the taxicab driver—hooting always, but 
neve: slackening speed—has been a law 
unto himself. There is a story that, soine 
years ago, fifty Paris policemen came to 
London for a course of traffic manage- 
ment. At the end of three months after 
their return not one of the. survived; 
for all had been killed at their posts by 
the Paris cockers. Recently, however, 
things have changed for the better, and 
the Paris Correspondent of The Times 
describes the strenuous and consistent 
efforts by which this improvenient has 
been achieved. It is still true that motor 
traffic in Paris runs faster than in most 
European capitals, but the Paris driver’s 
old lawlessness has been subdued. Police 
control has become so stringent that the 
most high-spirited driver gives prompt 
obedience to the white baton and hesitates 
to ‘“‘ answer back.” ‘‘ If the traffic police 
have a fault, ‘it is their unnecessary 
vehemence in dealing with the occasional 
mistakes of drivers.’’ In other ways also 
the Prefecture of Police is ministering to 
the safety of the pedestrian, whose 
privileges and duties have been defined 
in a code. He must cross the street at 
right angles: if he crosses diagonally and 
is knocked down by a taxicab, he will 
have only himself to blame. In the near 
future, by an extension of this rule, 
pedestrians wil] be required to cross main 
streets at special points, and ‘‘lanes’”’ for 


.that purpose:exist already in the Place de 


l’Opéra. The results’ of the code, which 
has been in force for some months, are 
beginning to be evident. Indeed, M. 
Guichard, the Director of the Municipal 
Police, believes that the solution of the 
traffic problem, as a whole, is in sight, 
although the French are less amenable 
than the Germans to minute regulation.

pessimism. Just a century ago—on the 
28th February, 1829—the Home Office 
issued to the London magistrates a 
circular which had been inspired by 
“the Committee of the Society for 
superseding the necessity of Climbing 
Boys in sweeping chimneys.” A Mr. 
Glass had invented a sweeping machine 
which could be “safely and beneficially 
employed so as to supersede, or in a con- 
siderable degree diminish, the use of 
climbing: boys.” In his circular Mr. 
Secretary Peel announced that this 
machine would be installed in the Royal 
Palaces, and he directed the mazistrates 
to use it in the various police establish- 
ments. At that time wretched boys, 
usually obtained from the workhouse, 
were employed as human sweeping 
brushes... Their masters forced them to 
climb into chimneys, and to’ remain there 
for long periods ; and deaths from suffoca- 
tion were a frequent incident of this 
horrid employment. The royal patronage 
of Mr. Glass’s machine did not stop the 
practice. It was not until 1842 that the 
growing discomfort of the national 
conscience impressed itself upon Parlia- 
ment. In that year the compulsion, or 
permission, of persons under twenty-one 
to enter chimneys as cleaners became a 
penal offence; and the minimum age for 
apprenticeship to the chimney-sweepers’ 
trade was fixed at sixteen. Nevertheless, 
the abuse persisted, and it was abolished 
only as the result of more stfingent legis- 
lation in 1864 and 1875. To this reform, 
as to many others that relieved the 
miseries of childhood in England s most 
complacent period, Charles Dickens was 
a powerful contributor.

Almost to the end his mind 
was alert, and his only disabilities were 
deafness and failing eyesight. 

Mr. Walker, who had been presented 
to the King, hailed from East Bridgford. 
Notts, and worked as a bricklayer until 
he was eighty-six years of age. -

remarked. He often recalled the different 
working conditions as compared with the 
old days, and said that he had often 
worked from 4 a.m. to 8 p.m. for four 
shillings a day, while 3 a.m. was quite 
a common hour to rise for work. When 
he celebrated his 107th birthday he told 
a reporter that he was looking for a wife. 

“I shall. be ready to marry again if 
the right girl comes along,” he said.

BARONETCIES FOR 


AND AVIATION PIONEER. 


BARONS. 
MOTOR MAGNATE 


HE New Year Honours List, the 
publication of which was postponed 
owing to the illness of the King, was 
issued Jast night. There are no awards 
of the Royal Victorian Order, which is 
personally controlled by the King and 
conferred for personal services to His 
Majesty’; and the new appvintments to 
the Order will be held over until the next 
list. Last night’s list includes 
Three new .Peers, 
One Privy- Councillor, and 
Nine Baronets. 

Sir Jesse Boot, whose name heads the 
brief tist of new Barons, is in his seventy- 
ninth year, and has been a notable 
benefactor of Nottingham, his native city, 
to which he presented the new University 
buildings at a cost of nearly a million 
sterling. These were opened by the King 
Jast duly. 

Sir Jesse has oné son, Mr. John 
Campbell Boot, born in 1889, who is 
Chairman of Boot’s Pure Drug Company, 
and two daughters, both of whom are 
married. 

The Barony conferred upon Mr. Urban 
Huttleston Rogers Broughton is bestowed 
“in consideraion of the public, political, 
and philanthropic services of his father,’ 
the donor of Ashridge Park to the Con-. 
servative Party as a memorial to the late 
Mr. Bonar Law. There are precedents 
for the bestowal of an honvur—as in this 
instance—on a son which would have 
fallen to the father had he survived. Thus 
in June, 1927, a Baronetcy was conferred 
on the elder surviving son of General Sir 
Walter Congreve, Governor 6f Malta, who 
died in the preceding February. In June, 
1912, Sir Thomas Borthwick, Bart., was 
nominated a Peer, but died before the 
Patent passed the Great Seal, and in the 
following December his son was created 
Baron Whitburgh, 


SIR BERKELEY MOYNIHAN. 

The Peerage bestowed upon Sir Berkeley 
Moynihan, President of the Royal College 
of Surgeons, is of especial interest, as it 
is only the third instance of an honour of 
this degree being accorded a member of 
the medical profession. In 1897 Sir 
Joseph Lister, Bart., famous for his dis- 
covery of the antiseptic system of treat- 
ment in surgery, was raised] to thie 
Peerage, but on his death in 1912, leaving 
no heir, the title became extinct. Thence- 
forward the medical profession, although 
it included in its ranks a number of 
baronets, and holders of various orders 
of knighthood, contained no member of 
the House of Lords, until the elevation to 
that House, in 1920, of Sir Bertrand 
Dawson, now famous as Lord Dawson of 
Penn, Physician-in-Ordinary to the King. 

Sir Berkeley Moynihan, who now joins 
Tord Dawson in the Upper House, was 
born in 1865, the son of a Crimean War 
V.C., the late Captain Andrew Moynihan. 
During the war he was Chairman of the 
Council of Consultants attached to the 
British Army, and Chairman of the Army 
Medical Advisory Board. As a mark of 
cratitude for the advisory medical work 
done for the Allies during the war, he 
was appointed a Fellow of the American 
College of Surgeons. 


MR. W. R. MORRIS. 

Prominent among the new Baronets 15 
Mr. W. ch. Morris, one of the most pro- 
gressive industrialists of the day, so 
notably identified with the motor industry. 
It is related that at the age of sixteen 
he left school, and worked with a bicycle 
maker for some months. At seventeen, 
with a capital of £5, he entered the bicycle 
industry on his own account, and sixteen 
years ago bought the factory at Cowley 
and built his first car. Last August Mr. 
Morris gave £38,000 to the Radcliffe’ In- 
firmary,’Oxford. He has given £10,000 to 
the Borstal Association, £15,000 to 
Coventry Hospital, £104,000 to St. 
Thomas's Hospital, £25,000 to Birming- 
ham Hospitals, and £10,000 to the Chair 
of Spanish at Oxford. 


MR. A. V. ROE. 

Among the new Knights will be noted 
the name of Mr. A. V. Roe, O.B.E. (which 
is so well knowa in connection with avia- 
tion). The Chairman of the London 
County Council (Lieutenant-Colonel C. B. 
Levita) is also included. 

Prominent among the Indian lLonours 
is the G:C.LE. bestowed upon Sir Hari 
Singh, Maharaja of Jammu, Kashmir. Sir 
Clement Handley, now Chairman of the 
Racecourse Betting Contro] Board, receives 
the K.C.S.E., in recognition of his services 
as late Chief Commissioner of Railways 
in India. 

Many women who have rendered dis- 
tinguished: public service receive recogni- 
tion. The Grand Cross of the Order of 
the British Empire is conferred upon 
Dame Edith Lyttelton, better known as 
the Hon. Mrs. Alfréd Lyttelton, widow oí 
the late Mr. Alfred Lyttelton, a former 
Secretary of State for the Colonies. Dame 
Edith, who received the D.B.E. in 1917, 
is engaged jn public work in many direc- 
tions, and on several occasions has been 
British substitute delegate to the League 
of Nations Assembly, | 

Political, artistic, medical and educa- 
tional work is ised in the honour 
of Dame Commander and other ranks of 
the same Order conferred upon several] 
women active in public life. 


COMPANIONS OF HONOUR. 

For the first time for nearly twelve 
years the distinction of Companion of 
Honour is bestowed upon women. he 
recipients are Lady Barrett, Dean of the 
London School of Medicine for Women, 
and Miss Lilian Baylis, Jessee and 
manager of the “Old Vic” Theatre.

£5,000 INVENTION. 


From Over Poriricat. ConresronpentT. 


A mumbling discussion of the twenty- 
two amendments remaining on the agenda 
from the previous day brought the com- 
mittee stage of the Censorship, Bill to an 
end in the Dail yesterday, but I deubt 
that its conclusion Jeft anyone. with a 
clear or comprehensive grasp of the 
extent to which the bill had been altered. 

It is true that a considerable number 
of the amendments tabled were with- 
drawn, but the more important of them 
were withdrawn only on the understand- 
ing that the Minister would endeavour to 
meet them on the report stage, which, “he 
indicated, will be taken in another 
fortnight. 

It is. fair to say that the Minister was 
not unreasonable during the committee 
stage, but one fancies that the very 
strong opposition of some members of his 
own party did much to change the “' die- 
hard ” attitude that he had taken up on 
the second reading of the measure. 
The bill, at any rate, has . been 
improved in a good many respects during 
the last couple of days, but the extent 
to which it has been remodelled will 
appear clearly only on the report stage, 
on which; incidentally, deputies will have 
an opportunity of proposing such further 
alterations as they think fit. 

THE SEVENTEENTH CLAUSE. 

Yesterday a good deal of criticism was 
directed at the construction: of the seven: 
teenth clause, which prohibits publica- 
tions advocating “ the unnatural preven- 
tion of conception ’’ or the procurement 
of .abortion. | 

The section declares it uhlawful’ for any 
person, without written permit, to offer 
or expose for sale any book or periodical 
publication .‘‘ which advocates, or might 
‘reasonably be supposed. to: advocate,.’ the 
prevention of conception. Professor 
Tierney, Professor Alton, Mr. Hugh Law 
and other deputies made the point that the 
use of the words quoted imposed an unjust 
responsibility on newsagents and _ book- 
sellers. 

Presuming them to receive, say, a work 
by a famous dramatist or sociologist in 


l which there was an advocacy of contra- 


ception from an economic point of «view, 
it would be extremely difficult for them 
to decide whether the publication came 
within the Minister's ban.  DBook- 
sellers arid newsagents received thousands 
of publications, and. it’ was intolerable, 
contended the deputies, that they should 
be asked in effect to read every one ol 
them, and to make up their minds:*whether 
such and such an article brought the pub- 
lication within the scope of the pill. 
NEWSAGENTS’ POSITION. 

They would know that they had com- 
mitted an offence only when they were 
haled into a police court. The responsi- 
‘bility under this section, the deputies 
asserted, should be borne not by the book- 
seller, but by the Minister. 

Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney’s defence was 
unconvincing, but he declined to accept 
amendments to the section. the limit of his 
concession to the Opposition being the im- 
sertion in the clause of a proviso that the 
bookseller or newsagent would not be 
deémed guilty where he was shown to have 
exercised reasonable care to exclude pub- 
lications of this character from his stock.

STATE BUYS INVENTION. 

The remaining supplementary estimates 
were disposed of in a few minutes, and 
the House gave second readings to Mr. 
Hogan's “ Destructive Insects and Pests 
Bill” and Mr. McGilligan’s ‘‘ Industrial 
and Commercial Property (Protection) 
(Amendment) Bill. 

In the debate on the last-mentioned 
measure, Mr. McGilligan aroused the 
curiosity of the House by an announce- 
ment that for £5,000 the Government had 
taken the controlling shares in an inven- 
tion which was likely to prove of con- 
siderable importance to the Free State.

Unless the, Free State Government pro- 
vides a large sum of money to carry out 
urgent repairs this summer, The Murrough 
at Wicklow will be faced with virtual extinc- 
tion, and with it will go extensive property. 

The storms and heavy seas of the past.

Murrough. Last autumn storms added to 
this damage, and-dislodged and cracked three 
huge groynes that extended - into the sea 
from the promenade, fronting the houses at 
Castleview terrace, and running at”: ‘right 
angles to the new pier erected in 1908. 
This past week the storms have tory their 
way into the breastwork, promenade, and 
further dislodged and dismantled the groynes, 
and finally thé seas have penetrated’ the roed- 
way at one. portion about fifty feet across 
and to a depth of, about fifty feet from the 
original protection works, completely block- 
ing all passage along the roadway, and tear-

To-day a special meeting of the General 
Council of County Councils will be held 
to receive the report of the deputation 
which recesitly waited on the Executive 
Council to submit proposals for the de- 
rating of agricultural land in the Irish 
Free State. 

This deputation, it may be recalled, 
Was appointed by the General Council 
following the ‘passage of a resolution call- 
ing the Government’s attention to the 
treatment of agriculture in England since 
1898 as compared with the treatment 
meted .out to agriculture in this country, 
and recommending that the same measure 
of assistance in the matter .of increased 
agricultural grants shou'd be accorded to 
the Free State farmer. i 

A sub-committee was appointed to drait 
proposals Whereby revenue might be made 
available to carry out the de-rating policy, 
schemes being outlined by Councillors P. 
Belton and David Frame. The sugges- 
tions of Mr. Frame comined the relief 
of rates with the construction of trunk 


roads. í 
DEPLTATIONS REPORT. 
MR. FRAME PRESENTS HIS 


ROAD-BUILDING PLAN. 

Both Councillor Frame and Councilloi 
Beiton were requested to submit their pro- 
posals in the form of memoranda, which were 
then placed before the Minister of Finance 
by the deputation which waited on him last 
‘Thursday, 21st February. The deputation has 
now prepared its official report on the result 
of its conference with the Minister. 

This report states that the Minister stated 
the ‘attitude-of the Executive Council on the 
question of derating, and added that it was 
veceiving the careiul consideration of his 
colleagues and himself. The ultimate decision 
arrived at regarding it would be communt- 
cated in the first instance to the Dail, prob- 
ably on the occasion of the Budget proposals. 

In reply te an inquiry, the Minister stated 
that the County Councils might proceed with 
their estimates on the assumption that their 
finances for the coming financial year would 
nut be interfered with, as in the event of the 
ulltimate decision of the Government being 
favourable to de-rating their proposals could 
not take effect in that year (that is in the 
eeming financial year, The Minister went 
on to suggest that the most useful object that 
the deputation con!d serve would be to dis- 
cuss with him any proposals they might have 
to submit. 

The —_— proposals 
on derating for 
the mecessary revenue were then ex- 
plained by Councillor Belton, and the 
Minister having criticised the proposals in 
detail, stated that he did not approve of the 
a put forward by Mr. Belton on 
behalf of the Committee. 

Councillor Frame then explained his pro- 
posals for the combined scheme for relief of 
rates and the construction of trunk roads, 
which, the Minister staed, he would have 
carefully examined by his experts. 

INCREASED PETROL TAX. 

The primary object of Councillor Frame’s 
scheme is to. combine the substantial de 
rating of agricultural land with a large and 
steadily progressive scheme of building roads 
on hich the annual maintenance outlays 
-would be reduced to a minimum, The method 
of finance proposed assumes that the present 
revenues of the Road Fund will be increased 
by: 

"(1). Growing income from vehicle registra- 
tion duties and drivers’ licences, estimated at 
£800,000 in the financial year 1929-350; 

(2.) The yield of import duties on cars and 
parts, including tyres, on the scales at present 
in jorce; and 

(3.) The product of a new import tax of 
fourpence per gallon on motor spirit. 

RATES RELIEF AND NEW ROADS. 

It is further assumed that the total yield 
of all these taxes and duties would reach 
£1,600,000 for the financial year 1929-30, and 
weuld increase by £100,000 annually for the 
following ten years, after which they might 
remain stationary. With such annual re- 
venues at the disposal of the Road Fund it is 
proposed to allocate the outlays to the follow- 
sog purposes :'— 

(1.) To meet annual interests and redemp- 
tion charges on £20,000,000 to be raised in 
instalments over ten years ; 

(2.) To' give immediate relief te age: 
ral ratepayers, inning with £600,000 in 
1929-30, and diminishing thereafter until the 
end of twenty years; 

(3) To reduce present rates of motor licence 
duties as a set-off to the proposed petrol “tax ; 
and 

(4) To provide very much increased annual 
sums for new road construction (in addition 
to the cost of the: pioposed 4,000 miles of 
concrete rodds) and for mamtenance purposes 
generally, ' 
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INITIAL OUTLAY. } 

_ With reference to the duration and appli- 
cation of the loan, the scheme sets out that 
it is understood, as a result of careful in- 
quiries, that reinforced concrete roads, vary- 
ing In width from I6 to 21 feet, can be 
completed at a total outlay of £5,000 per 
statute mile, including guarantees for free 
maintenance for periods of ten years. 

The principal objection to such roads is 
the heavy initial cost involved. Such outlays 
can quite clearly be undertaken only on the 
basis of capital outlays, such as now apply to 
housing, sewerage, electricity, and other works 
of public construction, with reasonable period 
of repayment. The minimum period sug- 
gest for well-designed concrete roads 1s 
twenty years. Considering all poss:ble ljmita- 
tions of labour supply and the desirability 
of proceeding cautiously with any large 
scheme, it is suggested that construction from 
the proposed loan should be limited to 400 
miles annually. Other works, it i®@suggested, 
should be financed from increased annual sur- 
pluses of Road Fund revenue. 

The report goes on to state that it is felt 
that too much importance cannot be attached 
to the advantages of concrete road surfaces, 
apart from their permanence and savings in 
maintenance costs, as compared with tarred 
surfaces, from the point of iew of farmers, 
the cattle trade and other interests con- 
cerned in the use of the roads for animal 
trafic. Experience on this very important 
point is available in the Free State and in 
many other countries. 

EMPLOYMENT AND INDUSTRY, 

Even if—as it is hoped would not be the 
cage—all the cement’ required had to be im- 
ported, the remaining annual outlays from the 
proposed loan would be sufficient to provide 
useful work for 15,000 to 20,000 men yearly, 
for ten years. Quarries now becoming idle 
in various parts of the country would be- 
come active and remunerative, and new 
quarries and other local enterprises would be 
opened up. No other form of public work 
could give such a high proportion of em- 
ployment to unskilled workers, and this very 
necessary kind of employment would extend 
to various parts of the country. Other 
schemes are mainly localised, and fail to 
reach the Jabourer and the smal! farmer's 
family in the vicinity of their homes. | 

More than one-tenth of the total outlay 
would be upon cement, which the Govern- 
ment is understood to be anxious to estab- 
lish as a home industry, but which they 
find difficult to encourage, owing to the pre- 
sent. limited demand for supplies. The addi- 
tion of 160,000 to 200,000 tons to the present 
annual demand should go far to solve” this

BELFAST, Thursday. 
IE speeches made at the opening of 
the Northern Parliament on Tuesday 
were in no way distinguished for states- 
manship or for that broad vision so fre- 
uently advocated by the Prime Minister. 
here was nothing lofty about the de- 
bates, arid the references made by the 
Premier to the riots and murders which 
shamed Belfast some six or seven years 
agó can serve fio good purpose. Most 
people up here, without respect to politi- 
cal colour, are disappointed at the tone of 
the proceedings and the trend of events, 
culminating in personal recriminations, 
and a charge, made by an Independent 
Unionist, that Lord Craigavon was trying 
to create strife, to put it mildly. The 
Belfast Corporation has been blamed “foi 
unseemly conduct, but the Nerthern 
House of Commons can teach it someting 
in that connection when it takes the 
notion. 

Scenes like these create unrest, 
picion and distrust, and it is regrettable 
that members of Parliament on both sides 
of the House should be indulging in mock 
heroics while people in the city are starv- 
ing, and some said to be dying of hunger. 
It is a deplorable spectacle, and has abont 
it the flavour of Nero fiddling while Rome 
was burning. So far as your correspon- 
dent can gather, the great majority of the 
community are totally opposed to any- 
thing which will disturb the good rela- 
tionships that at presen! exist between 
the different sections of the inhabitants, 
and have no sympathy with politicians 
who are continually croaking like birds of 
ill-omen. ven the approach of a general 
election is no excuse for setting the people 
by the ears. It is high time that all 
these bickerings and quarrellings should 
cease, and that the legislators of the State 
should combine to seek some way to bring 
prosperity to the country, instead of wast- 
ing time in pointing out one anothevr’s 
faults and trying to gain party advan- 
tages. If they did that, they would justify 
their existence as a legislative body, and, 
at the same time, merit the thanks of 
their adherents. 


SILENT VALLEY SCHEME. 


sSuUs- 


It may now be safely assumed that all 
is well at the Silent Valley, in the Mourne 
Mountains, where a great reservoir is in 
course of construction to provide Belfast 
and other parts of the Northern area with 
a plentiful supply of pure water.» Formid- 
able difficulties were encountered a few 
years ago, when shafts were being sunk 
to get rock foundations, and for some time 
it was feared that the whole scheme would 
have to be abandoned. The Water €om- 
missioners adopted a policy of silence as 
to their operations, with the result that 
hostile critics, including members of the 
Chamber of Trade and the Ratepayers’ 
Association, predicted disaster, and for 
many weary and anxious months it seemed 
as if they were right. With the aid of 
eminent engineers, however, the obstacles 
of running sand, boulders and morass. 
which form the bed of the valley, were 
overcome, and gleams of hope began to 
brighten the situation. 

The secret of the Mourne range was 
finally revealed ‘when the Commissioners 
took the public into their counsels, and 
shaken confidence was restored. The sub- 
ject was referred to at the re-election of 
five of the outgoing members of the Board 
yesterday evening, and the Commissioners 
had reason for their note of jubilation. 
Mr. David Adams said that the Board 
was not always the happy family it was 
supposed to be, and there had been 
divisions and troubles, but these were now 
surmounted, and ihey were all agreed 
that the scheme was a certainty. 


COMPLETED IN THREE YEARS. 


In the course of three years, he de- 

clared, they hoped to see a good deal of 
water in the reservoir, and when posterity 
asked what the old Board had done, it 
would be there as a monument, built up 
not for Belfast alone, but for the benefit 
of all Northern Ireland. Other members 
spoke in similar strain, and the comments 
of critics were discounted by the 
fact that the Commissioners most pro- 
minently identified with the scheme had 
been returned unopposed.

said to have cost more. Future genera- 
tions wil] benefit by this great enterprise. 
The vision of the Commissioners, though 
clouded for a little while, has now become 
clear, and their venture has every promise 
of success. | 


PROGRESS AND ECOMOMY. 


Apart from the squabbles and personal 
references which occasionally disfigure the 
deliberations of the Belfast Corporation, 
there are hopeful] signs that an improve- 
ment is being effected in the administra- 
tion of the municipal. affairs. , Measures 
of economy consistent with efficiency are 
being enforced, and the reformers within 
the council are steadily pursuing their 
policy of retrenchment ‘accompanied by 
better government. The new Lord Mayor, 
Sir William Coates, has cnly been in office 
for less than two months, but he has 
already been able to'announce a‘ reduction 
of fourpence in the £ on rates, with the 
promises of further economies in the 
future if all pull fogether for the city’s 
welfare. Sir William understands, per 
haps more than anyone else, the financial 
affairs of the Corporation, and, as Chair- 
man of the Finance Commttee, he 
frequently drew attention to abuses and 
extravagances in exrenditure, and endea.

There were already imminent 
signs, he said, of improvement, and, not- 
withstanding all that had been said to the 
coutrary, he was of opinion that Belfast 
‘as progressing in prosperity while its 
social amenities were steadily increasing. 


PLEASAN1, IF JUSTIFIED. 


This is a pleasant picture, but un- 
happily in some respects’ at least, it is 
not altogether justified. No doubt, there 
are some encouraging features, but so long 
as destitution and absolute want press 
heavily on a multitude of families whose 
bread-winners cannot find work there is 
little cause for congratulation. Neverthe- 
it is well to be hopeful, even 
although the British Chancellor of the 
I;xchequer’s statement that the conditions 
of unemployment are permanent in 
Northern Ireland does not suggest rosy 
prospects. There has been an improve- 
ment in shipbuilding, but the linen in- 
dustry is still in a parlous state, and 
there sare still about forty thousand 
persons on the registers of the Labour 
Bureaux, without taking into considera- 
tion the thousands who are not legally 
entitled to relief of any kind. 
these figures are substantially reduced 
there will be happiness in many of the 
working-class districts of the city. 

Attention was drawn by the Lord 
Mayor to the fact that the Corporation 
bas undertaken inany schemes at a large 
cost to provide employment, principally 
In road-making, road-mending and 
general works of utility, while other pro- 
jects are in contemplation due to the 
representations of the Government in 
order to take idle n.cn off the streets; but, 
after all, these are only temporary 
measures—useful for the time being—and 
do not reach the real causes of depression. 

Probably everything is being done that 
is possible, as even Governments cannot 
command prosperity, but people are 
wondering why the Minstries concerned 
do not at once put into operation the 
promised schemes for improvement around 
the coast and in the Bann Valley. It 
may be that the preliminaries cannot be 
hurried, but the need is urgent. Perhaps, 
the question will be raised at the monthly 
meeting of the Corporation to-morrow. 


MORE INDUSTRIES NEET ED. 


less, 


One of.the reasons why Northern: Ireland 
feels the pinch of depression so séverely, 
as compared with. Great Britain, is to be 
found in the small number of its indus- 
tries. The chief products are in ship- 
building, linen, tobacco and rope-making, 
and when any of these is adversely 
affected there is certain to be distress in 
the district. Even agricultute is experienc- 
ing a lean time at present, and that makes 
the problem all the more difficult. 
Thoughtful people who have the welfare of 
the province at heart, and who have 
studied the subject, have frequently 
advocated the starting of new businesses, 
but capitalists are pe to venture into 
axteiad fields of work, more particularly 
in a cOuntry where there is political un- 
rest, and where the leaders of the 
dominant party are continually harping on 
disastrous results in certain eventualities. 
Yet with the decline in the linen trade it 
is important that people should turn 
their thoughts in other directions, and, 
should prosperity return to our staple in- 
dustry, it will be all the better. It has 
been said that the truest patriot is he who 
makes two blades of grass to grow where 
only gne grew before, and if some of our 
leading politicians would only think more 
of that and talk less, they might help to 
promote the welfare of the country. 

On several occasions attention was 
drawn in this column to the possibilities 
of the bottling or canning of fruit, and in 
this connection the Northern Ministry of 
Agriculture has from time to time given 
demonstrations of its value. In its 
educational exhibits at the various 
agricultural shows throughout the province 
the Munistry’s schools have displayed 
bottled fruits, an infant industry of great 
potentiat value, especially in County 
Armagh, where thousands of acres of apple 
trees are in cultivation. In the spring 
the countryside is white with their 
blossoms. 


APFLE GARDEN OF IRELAND 


The difficulty is to obtain a market for 
the fruit, and it is stated that last 
autumn thousands of tons cf apples went 
to waste jor that reason, a loss which is 
ry discouraging to the owners of 
orchards, In order to remedy this deplor- 
able state of affairs »t has been suggested 
that a ganning factory should be estab- 
lished in the district, but, although the 
Ministry of Agriculture is sympathetic 
and is prepared to give a certain amount 
of financial assistance towards experi- 
mental work, the cffer is not considered 
sufficjently generous to justify a_ local 
undertaking. Yet the Government gives 
thousands of pounds annually to advertise 
Irish linen in America. 

New ideas and a fresh spirit of enter- 
prise ate required to develop the resources 
of the North. According to published re- 
ports the yield of apples in County 
Armagh is 2,000,000 yearly, suitable for 
canning purposes, and it is stated that the 
conditions are more favourable than in 
England, where successfu) canning 
factories have been established. More- 
over, experts have expressed the opinion 
that Irish canned apples are equal to the 
hest canned apples imported into (reat 
Britain, so that a profitable market is 
close at hand should there be! the neces- 
sary enterprise to open a factory in the 
‘apple garden of Ireland.” The subject 
is worthy of the earnest consideration of 
the Ministry of Agriculture, and, no 
doubt, Sir Edward Archdale will give it 


his sympathetic attention.

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MR. FRANCIS FOTTRELL. 


We regret to announce that Mr. Frank 
Fottrell, solicitor, died at his residence, 41 
Raglan road, Ballsbridge Dublin, yesterday 
morning, after a short illness. : 

The son of the late Sir George Fottrell, 
K.C.B., Clerk of the Crown and Peace for 
the County of Dublin, Mr. Fottrell was a 
member of the well-known firm of Dublin 
solicitors—Messrs, George D. Fottrell and 
Sons, of Fleet street. Born in 1878, he was 
educated at Beaumont College, Old Windsor, 
and he studied afterwards at Trinity College, 
Dublin. where he gained a gold medal in 
Modern Languages in 1899. In 1900 he 
qualified as a solicitor, with a silver medal. 

He was a lawyer of considerable ability. 
and specialised in the Land Acts, being 
regarded as an expert authority on land law 
questions. He had been Vice-Pre 
sident of the Incorporated Law Society of 
Ireland.

He was a very fine golfer, 
and played at the Portmarnock and Dolly- 
mount links. In his younger days he was a 
well-known Association footballer, and earned 
a reputation for playing a consistently good 
yame, : 
During the Great War Mr. Fottrell entered 
the Artillery as a private, and afterwards he 
obtained a commission. His wife, a daughter 
of the late Mr. Justice Dodd, died abont 
twelve months ago.

REAR-ADMIRAL SIR S. EARDLEY- 
WILMOT. 


A telegram from Monte Carlo announces 
the death there yesterday of Rear-Admiral 
Sir Sydney Martin ' Eardlev-Wilmot, in his 
eighty-second year. Sir Sydney was.the fifth 
son of Sir John E. Eardley-Wilmot, second 
Baronet. He entered the Navy in 1860, and 
served as midshipman in the Emerald and 
the Duncan. e was promoted Gunnery: 
Lieutenant in 1876, and Senior Lieutenant 
of theVernon Torpedo School. From 1881 to 
1886 he was at the Admiralty, and during 
the next two years he commanded H.M.S. 
Dolphin in the Red Sea. He assisted in the 
defence of Suakin, and was promoted Captain 
in June of 1886 From 1887 to 
1890 he was attached to the In- 
telligence Department at the Admiralty. 
He retired in 1895. 

Promoted Rear-Admira! in 1900, he was 
Superintendent of Ordnance Stores from 
1902 to 1909. He held the Canadian medal, 
1866; the Egyptian medal, 1884-1885; and 
the Osmanieh (fourth class). Sir Sydney 
was author of “ Our Navy for a Thousand 
Years,” “Our Fleet To-Day and its De- 
velopment During the Last Half Century,” 
“An Admiral’s Memories; Sixty-Five Years 
Afloat and Ashore,’’ and other works. 


DR. JOSEPH WELLS. 


Dr. Joseph Wells, the late Warden of 
Wadham College, Oxford, died yesterday at 
his residence, Norham road, Oxford, in his 
seventy-fourth year. He had been ill since 
last briday. Dr. Wells held the office of 
Vice-Chancellor of the University from 1923 
to 1926. One of the first things that he did 
on his appointment was to lift the bans im- 
posed by his predecessor, Dr. Farnell, the 
victim of the noturious ** tooth-powder plot.” 
Dr. Wells was educated at Readin hool 
and Queen's College, Oxford. In 1862 he was 
uppointed Fellow of Wadham, and in 1913 
ae became Warden.

Mr. Thomas Richardson, who presided at 
meeting of the Belfast and County Dow 
Railwav in Belfast yesterday, said that t 
results of the year’s working were slight 
better than the previous year. He proceeded 
to deal with matters in detail, laying specia: 
emphasis on the increased results of the pas- 
senger traffic, on which he specially congra! 
lated the general manager. With the possibie 
exception of the Underground Raiiways 
London. he said, no other railway iu 
British Isles could show an increased revenue 

from passenger traffic for last year. 

The slight improvement m their posits 
was, however, by no means as satistactory 
could be desired, since it had been brouzh' 
about, not by increased receipts. but by de 
creased expenditure and the continuation “ 
the policy of the strictest economy wh» 
they had pursed for several years pa>'

Tenants Commission has been issued by the 
Committee of the Irish Landowners’ 
Convention as follows :— 

The report of the Town Tenants Commis- 
sion and the recommendations for the 
amendment of the law contained therein have 
been carefully considered by the Committee 
of the Irish Landowners’ Convention, a 
representative from whom gave evidence 
before the Commission, and the Convention 
is now desirous of laying before the Goverr.- 
ment a statement of its views on the report 
and the recommendations. 

The report of the Commission 
principally with three matters :— 

1, Compensation for disturbance. 

2. Compensation for improvements. 

(a) To occupying tenants, 
(b) -To middlemen. 

3. Renewal of leases and the fixing of the 
rents at which such renewals should be 
made. 

The recommendation in favour of 
revewal of leases at rents compulsorily fixed 
overshadows the entire report. ‘This introduces 
an entirely new principle into the relation- 
ship of landiord and tenant in respect of 
urban holdings based on the finding, or rather 
the assumption, that the existing law under 
which compensation is given for disturbance 
and improvements is wholly inadequate to 
meet cases of hardship or anomalies. and 
could not be made adequate by an extension 
of the principles of the ‘own Tenants 
(Ireland) Act, 1906. 

RENEWALS LEASES. 

The recommendations also propose to give 
rights to a class of persons—namely, mesne 
landlords, or middlemen—to whom that Act 
has no application. : 

While admitting that in the course cf 
time defects have been discovered in the 
Act of 1906 requiring amendment, we 
submit that it has been in no way the failure 
assumed in the report and that there is no 
justification for the introduction of the 
radical changes in the law recommended by 
the Commission. 

On the termination of a lease of premises 
which come within the scope of the Act, both 
the landlord and the tenant recognise thei 
respective positions, and in carrying out their 
negotiations leading up to the making of a 
new lease they have regard to their respective 
tights under the Act, with the result that 
in the vast majority of cases an agreement 
is reached, without the necessity for any

GOODWILL. 

In the case of a disturbance where the 
tenant carries on business on the premises we 
think that different considerations arise. The 
goodwill rarely adds materially to the letting 
value of the premises when they are in the 
landiord’s hands. Few landlords. would, we 
think, disturb an occupying tenant of 
premises to which a goodwill had attached 
unless the tenant could carry the goodwill 
with him to other premises, but the position 
of the tenant does enable a landlord to exact 
a rent above what is reasonable for the 
premises, and we think that where a money 
payment would not effect adequate com- 
pensation, the tenant should be entitled to a 
renewal at a reasonuble rent, ascertained 
without considering the goodwill. the Court 
having power to fix the renewal of the term 
up to a limited number of years. 

Such right of renewal should not, however. 
we submit, be allowed wniess the Court is of 
opinion that the tenant is a suitable tenant 
not carrying on a business detrimental to 
other property of the landlord, or where a 
grant of renewal would wmilerfere with 
rebuilding by the landlord or a scheme of

REAL HARDSHIP.

INTERESTING POINT IN A 
SLIGO ACTION. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) . 

An action was listed for hearing, in which 
Henry Cecil Lyons, of Thornhill, Sligo, and 
James Blennerhassett, of Leoville, Sligo, 
claimed, as executors, to have established 
the last will, dated 27th November, 1927, of 
William Greer, late of Amorset, Manor- 
hamilton, Co. Leitrim, who died on 27th 
July, 1928. The will ‘was op on the 
three usual statutory grounds by Ellen 
Chalmers, of Greerton, School road, Bishopton, 
Scotland, a niece of the testator, Originally 
she also pleaded undue influence on the part 
of Florence Dowling, the residuary legatee, 
but this plea afterwards was withdrawn. 

Mr. Leonard, K.C., who, with Mr. Pas! 
McCarthy (instructed by Messrs. Fenton and 
Lyons), appeared for the plaintifis, who are, 
respectively, managing director and secretary 
of the firm of Henry Lyons and Co., Ltd., 
Sligo, said that the testator, who was aged 
74 years when he died, was a retired drapers’ 
assistant, and had been for fifty years in the 
employment of Messrs. Lyons and Co. His 
salary was £120 a year, and on his retirement 
in 1926 he received a pension of £2 per week. 
His life’s savings amounted to £1,850, of 
which £700 was invested in England. He 
was a childless widower, and when he died 
he left several nieces. The will now pro- 
ounded by the executors followed the same 
hea as those of an earlier will. A sum oí 
£200 was left to Ellen Chalmers, £600 to 
Mrs. Dowling, the latter sum replacing a 
legacy of £200 left to her under the earlier 
will; and a sum of £200 was left to Thomas 
Greer, who had since died. ‘There were small 
sums left to the executors on proving the 
will, and the residue was divided between 
his nieces, Mrs. Dowling, Louisa Greer and 
Maud Greer. 

The will, said Mr. Leonard, had been 
proved in common form in England, before 
the proceedings were instituted in Ireland, 
and the original of the will had been lodged 
in the English Probate office. The officials 
there had refused, except on an order of the 
Probate judge, to allow the original to be 
taken to Dublin for the purposes’ of the 
trial, but they had issued a photographic 
copy, certified by the Probate Registrar, with 
the probate seal attached. They proposed to 
put in that copy. 

Mr. Binchy (instructed by Messrs. Sheridan 
and Kenny), for the defendant, objected to 
the copy being used. 

Mr. Leonard then cited a number of 
authorities on this point, including one in 
Robertson’s Ecclesiastical cases, where is was 
stated that on motion made in 1853 by Her 
Majesty’s Government, to the Prerogative 
Court, to deliver up to a Secretary of State, 
the original will and codicils of the late 
Emperor Napoleon Bonoparte for the purpose 
of being made over to the French Government. 
the Court decreed that the papers should be 
delivered up, and a receipt taken for them 
from the Secretary of State, after notarial 
copies made, in order that they might be 
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defendants’ appeal was on the grounds that 
the facts found by the Circuit Court Judge 
were against the evidence and the weight of 
evidence; that, on the evidence, the plaintiffs 
were not entitled to the relief granted, and 
that the Circuit Court Judge misdirected 
himself in law and in fact in holding that 
no notice was given to the plaintiffs by the 
defendants of a resolution passed on the 18th 
March, 1926, reducing the amount of the 
plaintiffs’ salaries, and of a further resolution 
passed subsequently confirming the first-men- 
tioned resolution, and specifying the date 
from which the reduction should take place ; 
in holding that the plaintiffs had not received 
due notice of the reduction; in holding that 
notice of the resolution to the plaintifis was 
necessary in order to enable the defendants 
to reduce the salaries; in holding that the 
defendants had no statutory power to reduce 
them ; in holding that the contract of service 
existing between the defendants and the 
plaintiffs was not terminated prior to or at 
the time of the imposition of the reduction ; 
and in holding that the defendants did not 
assent to the reduction or acept it. 

The hearing had not concluded when the 
Court rose. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C.; Mr. Lavery, 
K.C., and Mr. McGonigle (instructed by 
Messrs. Lardner and Co.) appeared for the 
appellants, deiendants; and Mr, Geoghegan, 
K.C., and Mr, MeGuckin (instructed te Mr. 
Joseph Gleeson) for the respondents, 
plaintiffs. 


SEIZURE AND SALE 


GOODS. 
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LAND COMMISSION APPEAL. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR, JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

In the case of Michael Kelly v. Bridget 
Green—lrish Land Commission claimants, 

The Irish Land Commission appealed from 
an order of Mr. Justice Hanna and Mr. 
Justice O'Byrne in the High Court affirm- 
ing an order made by the Circuit 
Court Judge of County Louth, on the hearing 
of an interpleader issue sent down to him for 
trial by an order of Mr. Justice Hanna, 
arising out of the seizure and sale of « _rtain 
goods and chattels, the property of the de- 
fendant, Bridget Green, by the Under Sheriff 
of County Louth, Mr. John Russell, on foot 
of a fi. fa. 

The Land Commission, it appeared, claimed 
priority to the plaintiff in the action in re- 
spect of a land annuity account against the 
defendant. 

The judges in the High Court having 
differed—Mr. Justice Hanna deciding in 
favour of the Land Commission and Mr. 
Justice O’Byrne in favour of the plaintiff, 
Kelly—they aftirmed the findings of the Cir- 
cuit Judge, with costs, on the 21st December 
last, the Circuit Judge’s order being dated 
7th May, 1927. 

The Land Commission, whose claim in re- 
spect of land annuity amounted to £49 odd, 
including costs, sought to have the aftirmed 
order of the Cireuit Judge reversed in full,
